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A  New  Era  for  Basketball

IARRY  HUNTER  used  to  sneak  In  the  old  Men's 
Gym  to  watch  Ohio  University  basketball 
games  as  a  kid.  In  high  school,  he  spent  the 
summers  hanging  around  Grover  Center, 
waiting  for  an  opportunity  to  trade 
^^^  baskets  with  Ohio  University's  players. 
^^m       Later,  he  would  walk  on  the  Ohio 
^V  University  varsity,  earn  a  scholarship  as  a 
^^  junior,  and  play  on  teams  that  won 
conference  championships  and  advanced  to  the  National 
Invitation  and  NCAA  tournaments. 

Xau  couldn't  blame  Larry  Hunter  '71.  MS  '73.  for 
feeling  a  bit  emotional  when  he  stepped  to  the 
microphone  April  19  in  the  Convocation  Center  as  Ohio 
University's  14th  head  basketball  coach. 

Hunter  had  returned  home  to  Athens  County,  where 
he  grew  up,  where  his  parents  still  live,  where  his  older 
sister  and  twin  brother  still  work.  He  had  returned 
home  to  direct  an  Ohio  University  basketball  program 
stung  by  a  last-place  finish  in  the  Mid-American 
Conference  and  the  dismissal  of  its  coach. 

"Returning  to  Ohio  University  to  coach  has  always 
been  in  the  back  of  my  mind.  "  Hunter  says,  "but  it's  a 
Catch-22  situation  coming  back  to  your  alma  mater.  If 
you  succeed,  everything  works  out  great.  If  you  don't  live 
up  to  expectations,  it's  a  different  story. 

"We  know  there's  a  lot  of  work  to  be  done  here,  but 
I've  always  been  one  to  thrive  on  challenges.  I'm  not  a 
miracle  worker  and  I'm  not  going  to  profess  to  be  one  here. 


"But  1  don't  lack  confidence  In  my  coaching  ability." 

It's  the  kind  of  confidence  that  comes  with  developing 
what  many  consider  to  be  the  most  successful 
basketbEill  program  in  the  NCAA  Division  III  ranks. 

In  13  years  at  Wittenberg  University,  Hunter  compiled 
a  305-76  record  —  an  .801  percentage  —  to  become  the 
winningest  basketball  coach  in  the  school's  history  and 
the  second-winningest  active  coach  in  Division  III. 
During  that  span,  his  teams  won  20  or  more  games  1 1 
times,  captured  six  Ohio  Athletic  Conference 
regular-season  and  tournament  titles,  and  made  four 
appearances  in  the  NCAA  Division  III  final  four. 

In  his  first  year  as  coach  —  1977  —  Hunter,  at  the 
age  of  27,  led  Wittenberg  to  the  NCAA  Division  III 
national  championship  and  was  named  Division  III 
Coach  of  the  Year. 

Equally  impressive  is  the  fact  that  Hunter's  teams  had 
a  spotless  academic  record.  Each  of  the  53  players  who 
completed  their  eliglbilty  during  Hunter's  stay  at 
Wittenberg  graduated. 

Despite  his  record  on  the  court  and  in  the  classroom, 
there  were  Ohio  University  alumni  and  fans  who 
disagreed  with  the  choice  of  Hunter  to  succeed  the  fired 
Billy  Hahn.  The  skeptics  said  Hunter  would  have  a  hard 
time  making  the  adjustment  from  Division  III.  where  no 
athletic  scholarships  are  awarded,  to  the  recruiting  rat 
race  of  Division  I. 

Hunter  prefers  to  let  his  record  speak  for  itself.

"I  haven't  been  at  the  Division  I  level,  but 
I've  been  a  college  coach  for  18  years  cind  I'm 
very  comfortable  in  addressing  those  issues." 
says  Hunter,  who  signed  a  five-year  contract 
to  coach  the  Bobcats.  "Recruiting  is 
recruiting.  It's  people  business. 

"It's  still  the  business  of  being  able  to 
Identify  talent,  of  being  able  to  project  talent 
and  players.  We  did  that  at  Wittenberg  like 
we're  going  to  here  at  Ohio  University." 

Hunter's  coaching  philosophy  has 
remained  unchanged  throughout  his  career. 
He  believes  in  the  work  ethic.  He  believes 
that  self-discipline  and  defense  win 
championships. 

It's  a  philosophy  that  began  to  take  shape 
while  Hunter  was  playing  for  Bobcat  Coach 
Jim  Snyder  from  1968  to  '71. 

Hunter  played  back-up  point  guard  as  a 
junior  on  the  1969-70  team  that  defeated

four  Big  Ten  teams  and  finished  20-5.  The 
Bobcats  were  ranked  as  high  as  fifth  in  the 
nation  that  season  and  lost  to  Notre  Dame  in 
the  NCAA  Mideast  Regional. 

Hunter's  senior  season  was  shortlived. 
After  earning  a  starting  job.  he  injured  his 
knee  against  Wisconsin  in  the  fourth  game 
of  the  season.  He  returned  in  January  to 
play  against  Miami  only  to  have  the  knee 
collapse  again,  ending  his  career. 

"It  was  a  great  experience  to  play  for  a 
man  like  Jim  Snyder,  to  leam  the  game  from 
such  a  good  basketball  coach."  Hunter  says. 
"A  lot  of  the  lessons  1  try  to  Impart  in  life 
from  a  philosophical  standpoint  came 
directly  from  Coach  Snyder. 

"He  stressed  the  student-athlete  concept, 
which  is  what  I've  tried  to  do  since  I've  been 
in  college  coaching.  He  and  his  assistants 
were  interested  In  you  as  a  basketball  player 
and  as  a  person.  He  not  only  had  a  coaching 
philosophy,  he  lived  a  coaching  philosophy." 

For  Ohio  University's  basketball  team. 
Hunter's  hiring  signalled  the  beginning  of  a 
new  era.  Last  year's  tumultous  12-17  season 
was  now  only  a  bad  memory. 

Hunter  and  his  new  assistant  coaches  — 
ex-Bowling  Green  standout  David  Greer  and 
ex-Kenyon  head  coach  Bill  Brown  —  moved 
quickly  to  resolve  some  immediate  concerns 
with  their  roster.  They  were 
assured  that  Hahn's  three 
freshmen  recruits  still 
Intended  to  play  for  the 
Bobcats  and,  on  his  first  day 
on  the  job.  Hunter  went  out 
and  signed  a  fourth  recruit, 
6-foot-5  swingman  Chad  Gill 
of  Pickerington. 

Soon  after  he  was  hired. 
Hunter  announced  that  6-5 
forward  Lorenzo  Bryant 
would  rejoin  the  team  next 
season  and  that  he  would 
make  a  decision  on  whether 
to  reinstate  guard  Reggie 
Rankin  in  the  fall. 

Bryant,  a  part-time  starter, 
missed  the  final  three  games 
of  last  season  because  of 
disciplinary  reasons.  Rankin 
was  dismissed  from  the 
squad  after  he  skipped  practice 
■^     "  In  late  January. 

Both  players  are  considered  important 
cogs  on  a  team  that  returns  starters  at  four 
positions  and  loses  Paul  "Snoopy"  Graham. 
Ohio  University's  all-time  leading  scorer,  to 
graduation. 

"Everyone  is  starting  from  scratch  when 
you  have  a  new  coaching  situation."  Hunter 
says.  "Everyone  is  learning  a  new  system.  As 
I  told  the  players  in  our  first  team  meeting, 
there  are  very  few  times  in  life  when  you  get 
to  wipe  the  slate  clean  and  start  all  over. 
'The  players  have  been  terrific.  They've 
been  very  open-minded  about  the  new 
coaching  staff.  They've  given  us  an 
opportunity  to  prove  ourselves,  which  is  all 
you  can  ask  for. "

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Bob  Wren  named  to 
MAC  Hall  of  Fame 

Former  Bobcat  baseball  coach  Bob  Wren 
'43  was  among  eight  members  inducted  into 
the  Mid-American  Conference  Hall  of  Fame 
this  spring. 

Wren  compiled  24  consecutive  winning 
seasons  and  a  464-160-6  record  as  Ohio 
University's  coach  from  1949  to  '72.  His 
teams  won  1 1  conference  championships, 
and  produced  15  All-Americans,  26 
first-team  all-MAC  selections  and  54  players 
who  signed  professional  baseball  contracts. 

Wren's  1970  team,  featuring 
ex-PhiladelphIa  PhiUie  Milie  Schmidt  (see 
related  story)  at  shortstop,  finished  fourth  in 
the  nation  at  the  College  World  Series  -  the 
highest  any  Bobcat  team  has  ever  finished  in 
NCAA  competition. 

"My  players  and  my  assistant  coaches 
earned  this  award."  Wren  said.  "It's  a  great 
honor  and  they  made  it  all  possible." 

Wren,  a  Cleveland  native,  earned  three 
baseball  letters,  two  in  basketball  and  played 
on  Ohio  University's  1941  basketball  team 
which  finished  runner-up  in  the  National 
Invitation  Tournament. 

He  Is  a  member  of  the  University's  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame,  the  NCAA  College  Baseball 
Coaches  Hall  of  Fame  and  the  Ohio  High 
School  Baseball  Coaches  Hall  of  Fame.  He 
■was  elected  to  the  Ohio  Baseball  Hall  of  Fame 
In  Newcomerstown  in  early  June. 

The  68-year-old  Wren,  an  avid  golfer, 
fisherman  and  hunter,  has  been  an 
assistant  director  of  admissions  at  the 
University  for  the  past  14  years. 

Baseball's  "greatest  third 
baseman"  retires 

Few  professionals  athletes  in  recent 
memory  have  retired  with  as  much  fanfare 
as  Mike  Schmidt  '72  did  in  late  May. 

Schmidt's  announcement  that  he  was 
leaving  the  game  In  the  midst  of  his  18th 
major  league  season  with  the  Philadelphia 
Phillies  was  followed  by  accolades  from  coast 
to  coast. 

Phillies  Coach  Larry  Bowa  called  Schmidt 
the  "quiet  link"  of  the  club's  1980  World 
Series  champions.  Other  former  teammates 
and  opponents  said  he  was  a  certain 
first-ballot  Hall  of  Fame  selection.  New  York 
Times  columnist  Dave  Anderson  called 
Schmidt  the  greatest  third  baseman  of  all 
time,  better  than  Brooks  Robinson,  better 
than  Eddie  Mathews. 

Schmidt's  emotional  farewell  came  at  a 
time  when  the  former  Ohio  University 
standout  was  hitting  only  .203  and  mired  in 
a  2-for-40  batting  slump. 

The  39-year-old  Schmidt  had  undergone 
major  shoulder  surgery  last  fall,  and  he  had 
been  slowed  with  arthritic  knees  the  past 
few  seasons. 

"Over  the  years,  I've  set  high  standards  for 
myself  as  a  player  and  I  always  said  that 
when  I  couldn't  live  up  to  those  standards  I 
would  retire, "  said  Schmidt  in  announcing 
his  decision  May  29. 

A  lifetime  .267  hitter,  Schmidt's  548  home 
runs  rank  seventh  on  the  all-time  major 
league  list  and  his  10  Gold  Cloves  at  third 
rank  second. 

An  1  l-time  National  League  all-star  and 
three-time  most  valuable  player,  he  holds 
National  League  career  third-base  records  for 
double  plays,  total  chances  and  assists.

time  in  the  club's  106-year  history. 

The  PhlUles  plan  to  retire  Schmidt's  No.  20 
during  ceremonies  early  next  season. 

Schmidt  walked  on  Ohio  University's 
baseball  team  in  1968  and  went  to  become  a 
two-time  NCAA  Ail-American.  He  helped 
guide  the  Bobcats  to  a  fourth-place  finish  in 
the  College  World  Series  during  his  Junior 


In  1980.  Schmidt  designated  his  S5,000 
World  Series  MVP  check  to  the  University  to 
begin  an  endowed  scholarship  for  full-time 
students  playing  baseball.  He  has  returned 
to  campus  the  past  two  years  to  participate 
in  fund-raising  events  for  the  baseball 
program. 

Maybe  it's  not  too  late  to 
come  back  home  to 
Athens  Countjr? 

Alumni  who  picked  up  a  copy  of  the 
May/June  Mother  Earth  News  might  well 
have  been  overcome  by  nostalgia  as  they  read 
Terry  Krautwurst's  long  paean  to  the  "Cream 
of  the  Country  -  Athens  County.  Ohio." 

Subtitled  "A  sentimental  journey  to  the 
heart  of  Ohio's  magnificent  Hocking  Valley 
hill  country,"  Krautwurst's  evocative 
eight-page  description  —  accompanied  by  1 1 
color  photos  —  might  Just  cause  a 
population  explosion  in  the  county. 

How's  this  passage  on  downtown  Athens 
for  reviving  memories?;  "Music  spills  from 
passing  cars  and  tavern  doors;  street 
vendors  hawk  burritos.  tacos  and  T-shirts; 
footsteps  and  laughter  and  conversations 
blend  Into  a  single,  continuous, 
carnival-crowd  murmur." 

But  not  only  the  City  of  Athens.  Court 
Street  and  the  University  are  hailed.  Smaller 
towns  like  Amesville,  Shade  and  Nelsonville 
also  receive  their  measure  of  praise.  A 
special  box  lists  Athens  County  facts,  from 
per  capita  income  to  climate,  and 
Krautwurst  reports  on  the  availability  of 
"surprisingly  inexpensive  land"  and  the 
friendliness  and  good  feeling  characteristic 
of  the  area. 

A  special  mention  goes  to  the  1960s  and 
1970s  counterculture  representatives  who 
came  and  stayed  to  become  part  of  the  fabric 
of  community  life  and  add  a  special  flavor  to 
the  regional  mix. 

'There's  something  Just  naturally 
comfortable  about  the  county."  Krautwurst 
writes,  "something  that  says  'home'  even  if 
you're  a  stranger." 


Working  Days  chronicles 
Steinbeck's  writing  of 
The  Grapes  of  Wrath 

English  Professor  Bob  DeMott  suggested 
that  his  publisher  delay  releasing  his  book 
on  John  Steinbeck's  Journals  to  coincide 
with  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  publication 
of  Steinbeck's  famous  novel.  The  Grapes  of 
Wrath. 

DeMott  thought  the  timing  would  help 
attract  extensive  media  coverage.  And  he  was 
right. 

The  book  he  edited.  Working  Days:  The 
Journals  oj  The  Crapes  of  Wrath,  received 
favorable  reviews  in  at  least  30  major 
newspapers.  Including  The  New  York  Times. 
USA  Today  and  the  Chicago  Sun-Tlmcs. 

Working  Days  and  a  reprint  of  The  Grapes 
of  Wrath,  were  published  simultaneously  by 
Viking  Press  in  mid-April. 

DeMott's  book  also  earned  a  mention  in 
Time  and  Newsweek,  and  was  the  subject  of 
several  radio  Interviews  with  the  editor. 
Including  those  on  National  Public  Radio 
and  the  Voice  of  America. 

Working  Days  chronicles  the  five-month 
stretch  In  1938  when  Steinbeck  wrote  the 
200,000-word  manuscript  for  The  Grapes  of 
Wrath,  and  it  contains  letters  and  writings 
from  Steinbeck  never  before  published. 

The  Grapes  of  Wrath  has  sold  close  to  1 4 
million  copies  worldwide  and  has  been 
translated  into  at  least  27  languages. 

"What's  remarkable  Is  how  well  The 
Grapes  of  Wrath  has  held  up  over  the  years." 
DeMott  says,  "and  the  kind  of  universal 
emotional  hold  It's  had  over  those  who  have 
read  it." 

DeMott  has  studied  Steinbeck's  work  for 
24  years.  In  1968,  he  co-founded  the  The 
Steinbeck  Quanerly.  which  he  says  Is  the 
largest  continuously  published  Journal  on  a 
single  author  In  the  United  States. 

Working  Days  Is  DeMott's  second  book  on 
Steinbeck.  His  first.  Steinbeck  Reading,  a 
scholarly  work,  was  published  In  1984.  A 
third  book  is  In  progress.

Vice  President  Harter 
becomes  president  of 
SUNY-Geneseo 

After  19  years  as  faculty  member, 
ombudsman,  administrator  and  major  player 
In  Ohio  University's  success  story.  Vice 
President  for  Administration  Carol  C.  Harter 
left  Athens  to  become  the  first  woman 
president  of  the  State  University  of  New  York 
at  Geneseo. 
Making  the  decision  to  leave  was  not  easy. 
Dr.  Harter  says.  "I'm  not  a 
careerist.  I  don'I  move  around  a 
lot.  I've  spent  most  of  my  adult 
life  In  two  places  —  Blnfihamton. 
New  York,  and  Athens.  Ohio.  1 
grow  rools  and  develop  deep 
affections.  It's  very  hard  to  leave 
all  the  wonderful  friends  and 
colleagues  In  Alhens." 

As  well  as  being  a  creative, 
highly  skilled  administrator. 
Harter  is  a  scholar  of  modern 
British  and  American  literature 
and  plans  to  continue  teaching 
and  publishing  in  her  field. 
She  co-authored  books  on 
novelists  E.L.  Doclorow  and  John  Irving, 
published  recently  by  G.K.  Hall  as  part  of  the 
'IVaync  United  States  Authors  Series. 

She'll  also  maintain  her  lies  with  Athens, 
since  she  and  her  husband.  Dean  Michael 
Harter  of  the  College  of  Health  and  Human 
Services,  will  join  the  ranks  of  professionals 
with  commuter  marriages, 

Harter  cited  President  Charles  Ping  as  a 
"master  and  mentor"  who  "taught  me  what 
!(  1*1  to  be  a  president."  He  returned  the    • 
compliment,  saying  Dr.  Harter  "  brought  to 
her  varied  tasks  a  special  blend  of  academic 
values,  management  skills  and  personal 
compassion.  She  has  left  a  lasting  mark  on 
Ohio  University. 

"I  am  grateful  for  the  years  and  tasks  we 
have  shared,  and. .  .will  miss  her  presence 
and  strong  counsel.  .  .  ." 

Harter's  "varied  tasks"  Included 
management  of  a  $43  million  budget  and 
supervision  of  more  than  1.000  University 
staff.  Areas  under  her  supen.'tslon  ranged 
from  all  residence  and  dining  halls  on 
campus  to  admissions,  financial  aid. 
registration  and  records,  physical  plant, 
labor  relations  and  mail  service. 

The  second  woman  In  University  history  to 
serve  as  a  senior  executive  officer,  Harter 
won  both  respect  and  affection  from 
administrators,  faculty  and  students,  In 
recognition  of  her  special  place  in  University 
history  and  her  two  decades  of  exceptional 
service,  the  University  trustees  presented  her 
with  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters 
degree  at  their  June  meeting,  adding  a 
distinguished  member  to  the  Class  of  1989. 

Opera  Theater  director 
prepares  for  Metropolitan 
Opera  debut 

A  llfellme  dream  will  come  true  for  Edward 
Payne,  director  of  Ohio  University  Opera 
Theater,  when  he  makes  his  Metropolitan 
Opera  debut  this  fall. 

The  baritone  will  sing  the  role  of  Robbins 
in  George  Gershwin's  "Porgy  and  Bess"  in 
live  performances  in  September  and  October, 
In  January  1990,  he  will  be  heard  In  the  role 
on  a  Saturday  afternoon  live  broadcast  from 
the  Met. 

Payne  has  produced  more  than  20  operas 
on  campus  since  joining  the  music  faculty  In 
1978.  This  year,  he  not  only  directed 
Mozart's  "Don  Giovanni"  but  sang  the  title 
role. 

A  dedicated  teacher.  Payne  was  selected  a 
University  Professor  in  1981-82.  and  later 
served  as  faculty  administrative  assistant  to 
Provost  James  Brunlng. 

He  earned  master's  degrees  from  the 
Cleveland  Institute  of  Music  and  Case 
Western  Reserve  University  and  has 
performed  more  than  40  operatic  roles  with 
companies  In  the  United  States  and  abroad.

The  Ridges  doubles 
University  acreage; 
presents  great 
opportunities  and  great 
problems 

Quoting  that  20th  century  source  of 
wisdom  "Peanuts."  Vice  President  for 
University  Relations  Martha  Tumage  told  a 
local  group  this  spring  "There  is  no  greater 
burden  than  a  great  potential." 

The  "great  potential"  she  was  talking 
about  was  The  Ridges,  the  Athens  Mental 
Health  Center  grounds  and  buildings  the 
Ohio  General  Assembly  deeded  to  Ohio 
University  in  1988. 

The  center's  670  acres  more  than  double 
the  University's  total  acreage  and  come  with 
30  buildings,  most  of  them  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places.  These  range  from 
the  red  brick.  High  Victorian  central 
building  and  its  two  wings,  completed  in 
1874.  to  blacksmith  and  bake  shops. 

The  "burden"  is  the  fact  that,  as  Tumage 
says,  "from  every  standpoint,  development  of 
The  Ridges  will  be  very  costly." 

The  average  age  of  the  buildings  "on  the 
hill"  Is  80.  and  "converting  this  complex  Into 
separate  and  individual  buildings  will 
present  some  serious  architectural  and 
structural  problems,  not  to  mention  the 
cost."  Tumage  said. 

To  renovate  and  remodel  just  the  main 
building  and  its  wings,  she  said,  would  take 
S18.4  million,  plus  an  additional  20  to  25 
percent  in  construction-related  costs. 

To  get  a  grasp  on  the  nature,  limitations 
and  possibilities  of  The  Ridges,  the 
University  hired  a  consulting  firm.  Bohm 
NBBJ.  to  assess  the  land  and  each  of  its 
buildings.  The  firm  worked  with  an  Advisory 
Committee  of  community  and  campus 
representatives,  headed  by  Turnage.  to  evolve 
a  decision-making  process  to  guide 
development,  rather  than  a  static  plan. 

"We  have  put  in  place  a  dependable  set  of 
tools  so  that  decisions  can  be  made  on  the 
basis  of  solid  data."  Turnage  said, 

"We  have  spent  months  attempting  to  view 
this  property  as  a  whole  so  that  decisions  we 
make  In  1989  will  not  preclude  opportunities 
which  present  themselves  in  the  year  2000." 

Of  The  Ridges'  total  of  almost  700  acres, 
only  8  percent  Is  developable  In  its  present 
form,  and  the  existing  buildings  occupy  4 


percent  of  this  land.  Another  25  percent  is 
reclaimable.  given  some  regrading  and 
attention  to  soil  slippage  problems. 

Roughly  67  percent  of  the  land  -  450 
acres  —  has  been  placed  in  the  residual 
category,  appropriate  for  nature  preserves 
and  limited  access  use.  Many  proposals  for 
use  of  The  Ridges  have  been  made,  from 
retirement  centers  to  research  parks  to 
equestrian  parks  and  botanical  gardens. 

Few.  however,  have  worked  out  possible 
funding,  including  necessary  infrastructure 
and  support  services. 

In  spite  of  the  "great  burden"  and  the 
obvious  and  not  so  obvious  problems. 
Turnage  has  focused  on  the  potential  and 
possibilities  The  Ridges  represent. 

"We  can  begin  to  dream  dreams."  she  said. 
"We  need  to  find  ways  of  linking  this  campus 
to  Ohio  University  so  that  The  Ridges 
becomes  a  logical  extension  of  the 
University.  Maybe  there  will  be  a  major 
pedestrian  access  spanning  the  river.  Maybe 
entire  units  could  be  moved  up  there. 

"And  just  maybe,  years  from  now,  we  can 
look  back  from  up  there  and  say  that  this 
was  a  great  period  of  expanding  opportunity 
in  the  life  of  Ohio  University."

The  Ohio  D.O..  published  three  times  a 
year  by  the  College  of  Osteopathic  Medicine, 
recently  won  a  silver  medal  through  the 
Council  for  the  Advancement  and  Support  of 
Education's  Programs  of  Recognition  1989.

Snyder  gives  special  credit  to  David

for  their  contributions  to  the  magazine's 
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Wall  Street  Journal  Day 
brings  back  alumni  staffers 

The  E.W.  Scripps  School  of  Journalism 
dubbed  the  Friday  before  1989"s 
Communication  Week  "Wall  Street  Journal 
Day"  and  invited  alumni  working  on  the 
paper  back  to  campus  to  talk  with  current 
students. 

"We  have  seven  of  our  graduates  working 
for  one  of  the  top  U.S.  papers,  and  we 
wanted  to  pay  tribute  to  them  cind  take 
advantage  of  their  expertise."  said  the 
school's  director.  Ralph  Izard. 

"It's  rare  to  have  that  kind  of 
concentration  on  a  major  paper." 

Another  reason  for  the  special  focus  was  to 
honor  Warren  H.  Phillips,  chief  executive 
officer  and  chairman  of  the  board  of  Dow 
Jones  &  Co..  Inc.  He  received  the  school's 
Carr  Van  Anda  Award  for  "enduring 
contributions  to  journalism. " 

"We  also  wanted  to  help  celebrate  the 
Journal's  100th  anniversary,"  Izard  said. 

The  first  issue  of  the  paper  was  published 
on  July  8,  1889. 

The  alumni  who  gave  seminars  included 
Jim  Ambrosio  "78.  manager  of  investor 
relations  in  Dow  Jones'  corporate  relations 
department;  Ron  lori  '76.  assistant  foreign 
editor;  June  Kronholz  "69.  deputy  bureau 
chief  in  the  Washington  office;  Laura  Landro 
'76.  entertainment  reporter;  Gary  Putka  '77. 
education  reporter;  and  Greg  Stricharchuck 
'71,  crime  reporter. 

Landro  covers  the  businesses  which 
produce  movies,  television  and  records,  "It's 
one  of  the  sexier  beats  on  the  Journal."  she 
said. 

She  found  the  campus  had  not  changed 
much  since  the  1970s:  "It's  even  prettier 
than  I  remember  —  more  vibrant." 

Today's  students  seemed  to  her  "  a  little 
quieter,  more  conformist,  more  serious  and 
more  career-conscious"  than  students  in  the 
"more  wild  and  colorful  "705.  " 

For  Kronholz.  the  day  marked  her  first 
return  to  campus.  She  had  worked  on  the 
Ohio  University  Post  all  four  undergraduate 
years  and  said  the  experience  was  "great 
training"  because  of  events  during  that 
"terrifying,  cataclysmic  time  —  the  late  60s." 

Working  for  one  of  the  world's  major 
papers  has  many  advantages,  including 
increased  access.  Landro  told  her  audience. 

"Most  people  at  least  listen  to  my 
questions."  she  said. 

Despite  the  paper's  size  and  power.  Landro 
called  it  "a  good  and  human  place  to  work." 

During  thejr  stay,  the  alumni  conducted 
seminars  on  journalism  ethics,  business 
reporting,  public  relations,  entertainment 
and  foreign  correspondence.  They  also  held  a 
news  conference  with  student  journalists. 

Fourth  Annual  Literary 
Festival  draws  record  crowds 

Six  major  poets  and  writers  drew 
standing-room-only  crowds  and  rave  reviews 
at  the  fourth  Spring  Literary  Festival  held  on 
campus  in  May. 

Novelists  Peter  Matthiessen  and  Carlos 
Fuentes  were  among  the  authors  who 
lectured  and  read  from  their  work.  They 
were  joined  by  poets  A.R.  Ammons.  Charles 
Simic  and  Louise  Gluck  and  fiction  writer 
Mary  Robison,  a  visiting  lecturer  at  the 
University  in  1979-80. 

Matthiessen  is  best-known  for  his 
award-winning  book  The  Snow  Leopard  and 
his  non-fiction  work  on  environmental 
issues.  Fuentes,  Mexico's  most  celebrated 
writer,  has  been  credited  with  being  a  major 
force  in  the  internationalization  of  Latin 
American  literature. 

The  four-day  festival,  funded  in  part  by  an 
Academic  Challenge  Fund  grant  from  the 
Ohio  Board  of  Regents  and  sponsored  by  the 
English  Department's  Creative  Writing 
Program,  attracted  audiences  of  more  than 
2.200. 

"We  reached  more  people  than  ever  before." 
said  Wayne  Dodd,  acting  director  of  the

William 
Hart  and  Mary  Wickham  —  earned  their 
bachelor  of  general  studies  degrees  through 
correspondence  courses,  course- 
credit-by-examination  and  portfolio 
development  —  documenting  learning  gained 
outside  the  classroom. 

Whyte.  who  runs  an  executive  fitness 
facility  in  Joppa.  Md..  completed  his  degree 
through  portfolio  development  and  spending 
one  quarter  on  campus. 

Hart.  65.  says  he's  "been  everywhere  and 
done  everything,"  His  college  career  was 
interrupted  by  World  War  11  and  a  successful 
business  career.  He  started  the  Ohio 
University  program  after  reading  about  it  in 
Family  Circle  magazine  because  he  "wanted 
to  get  that  degree  and  to  keep  my  mind 
active." 

He's  proud  that  his  wife.  Mildred,  is 
related  to  Martha  Jane  Hunley  Blackburn, 
the  University's  first  black  woman  graduate, 

Allen,  a  registered  nurse,  is  director  of  the 
Quality  Effectiveness  Department  at  St.

The  Tie  That  Binds

aybe  it  won't  go 
down  in  history 
among  the  world's 
great  streets, 
compared  to 
Broadway  and 
42nd.  Hollywood 
and  Vine  or  the  Champs  Elysies. 
but  Court  Street  is  filled  with 
memories  for  thousands  who  daily 
walked  through  the  gates  of  the 
Ohio  University  campus  during  their 
college  days  in  Athens. 

Maybe  It  was  a  trip  uptown  to  buy  a 
textbook,  or  to  take  a  study  break  for  a 
sandwich  or  pastry  to  augment 
dormitory  food,  or  to  quaff  a  beer. 
Regardless  of  the  reason.  Court  Street 
has  been  a  giant  umbilical  cord  tying 
together  town  and  gown  since  the  days 
when  students  had  to  jump  over  mud 
puddles  and  sidestep  equine  deposits. 

Like  all  things.  Court  Street  has 
changed  with  age.  especially  in  recent 
years.  Yet  it  retains  its  intimacy, 
enhanced  by  the  narrowness  that  gives 
it  a  snug  and  homey  atmosphere.  Traffic 
Jams,  both  vehicular  and  pedestrian, 
continue  just  as  they  did  decades  ago. 
Horns  honk,  students  dart  like  broken 
field  runners  among  the  cars,  drivers 
jockey  for  parking  places,  and  no  one 
expects  it  to  change. 

The  street  still  comes  alive  to  the 
strains  of  "Stand  Up  and  Cheer "  during 
a  football  victory  march;  and  the 


sidewalks  are  jammed  as  townspeople 
and  students  watch  the  Homecoming 
parade.  There  are  still  lines  outside  the 
taverns  in  observance  of  TGIF.  and  any 
other  day  of  the  week,  for  those  21  and 
older.  Two  anchors  remain.  Logan's  and 
College  Bookstore  sit  catty-cornered  at 
Court  and  Union,  giving  a  sense  of 
permanence  to  the  old  street. 

You  still  find  such  standbys  as 
Woolworth's  and  Sports  Inc..  and  Bank 
One.  Hocking  Valley  and  Peoples  (it  used 
to  be  Security.)  You  can  no  longer  get  a 
sandwich  at  Court  and  Union  where  the 
Ideal  Restaurant  and  Spot  stood  for 
years,  but  there  are  ample  eating  places 
all  along  the  street.  Lambom's  has 
relocated  to  West  State  Street. 

Court  Street  stores  now  cater  more  to 
services  for  students  since  much  of  the 
mercantile  community  is  now  found  in 
two  malls  on  East  State  Street. 

Fires  in  recent  years  have  left  their 
marks,  and  from  the  ashes  have  risen 
new  structures  which  retain  a  touch  of 
the  old  days.  The  builders  have  worked 
to  preserve  the  turn-of-the-century 
architecture  that  provides  an  attractive 
wrapping  for  new  stores  and 
apartments.  On  South  Court,  where  fire 
left  only  the  shell  of  the  Carpenter 
hardware  building,  are  now  a  restaurant 
and  a  drug  and  convenience  store  with 
apartments  overhead.  Next  door,  an 
apartment  building  with  ground  floor 
stores  is  taking  shape  behind  and  above 
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James  B.  Pyers, 
BBA  '71,  EMBA  '80 
A  Third  Generation 
Alumnus 

II  may  have  been  family  history  that 
brought  James  Pyers  to  Ohio  University, 
but  It's  conrem  for  the  future  that  keeps 
him  coming  back. 

Pyers.  finance  director  for  the  City  of 
Wooster,  Is  a  third  generation  Ohio 
University  alumnus.  He  followed  In  the 
footsteps  of  his  father.  Class  of  1936.  and 
his  grandfather.  Class  of  1918. 

The  connection  doesn't  end  there.  Pyers  Is 
married  to  the  former  Pamela  Wade,  who 
earned  her  BSEd  In  1971  and  did  her 
student  teaching  In  the  same  room  In  which 
Pyers'  father  attended  kindergarten. 

After  earning  his  bachelor's.  Pyers  worked 
as  a  management  trainee  at  Rubbermaid 
Inc.  and  later  was  supply  and  distribution 
manager  with  the  Bauer  Corp.  In  1974  he 
was  named  Wooster's  finance  director. 

Today.  15  years  and  four  mayors  later,  he 
has  no  plans  to  leave  the  post.  'The 
community  has  given  me  a  unique 
opportunity  to  grow  personally  and 
professionally. "  he  says.  "I  have  a  debt  to 
repay  to  It." 

Pyers  also  Is  Intent  on  repaying  Ohio 
University  for  Its  role  In  shaping  his  career. 


He's  served  on  the  College  of  Business 
Administration  Speakers  Bureau.  Career  Day 
and  Society  of  Alumni  and  Friends  and  been 
a  guest  speaker  in  finance  and  accounting 
classes. 

"Coming  back  to  campus  helps  me  keep  a 
wider  perspective  on  the  world  around  me." 
Pyers  says,  "No  one  In  our  society  can  afford 
to  stop  learning,  ever." 

Jim  and  Pam  Pyers  were  married  before 
their  senior  year  and  spent  their  first  year 
together  as  resident  assistants  In  the  former 
Bromley  Hall,  the  onlv  coed  residence  at  that 
time. 

Pyers  says  the  best  advice  he  can  give  his 
four  children  and  others  Is  not  to  be  afraid 
to  fall.  He  also  advises  current  students  to 
get  Involved  In  extracurricular  and  volunteer 
activities  to  apply  and  supplement  lessons 
learned  in  the  classroom. 

As  an  undergraduate,  he  practiced  what 
he  now  preaches,  serving  on  the  Center 
Program  Board.  His  worst  experience  was 
having  to  refund  money  for  a  sold-out 
Convocation  Center  concert  by  Sly  and  the 
Family  Stone  when  the  band  failed  to  show. 

Will  the  Pyers  family  sport  a  fourth 
generation  of  Ohio  University  alumni?  Pyers 
says  the  oldest  of  the  couples  children  is 
only  14  and  more  Interested  In  "choosing  OU 
T-shirts  and  souvenirs  than  choosing  a 
college."

On  North  Court,  the  Athens  Hotel 
looks  much  as  it  has  for  over  a  century, 
despite  a  damaging  fire.  It  is  now  an 
apartment  building.  The  spot  where 
Belk's  Department  Store  once  stood 
and.  across  the  street,  the  void  left  by 
razing  of  the  Hotel  Berry  are  blemishes 
on  the  scenery.  Nearby,  vacant  windows 
tell  of  the  departure  of  Marting's 
Department  Store. 

Movie  dates,  a  standby  since  the  days 
before  talkies,  are  temporarily  in  limbo. 
Long  gone  is  the  once-popular  MIA 
movie  at  Memorial  Auditorium.  The 
Varsity  Theater  closed  in  the  spring  and 
is  being  turned  into  a  taco  restaurant. 
Across  the  street,  the  Athena  Cinema 
fell  prey  last  year  to  the  epidemic  of  fires 
and  has  been  boarded  up  since.  But  it 
has  a  new  owner  and  is  undergoing 
renovation  with  reopening  scheduled  by 
the  time  students  return  for  the  fall 
quarter. 

Two  stalwarts  still  reign  over  the 
downtown.  The  Athens  County 
Courthouse  at  the  comer  of  West 
Washington  Street  not  only  houses  the 
seat  of  government,  but  those  front 
steps  continue  to  provide  a  comfortable 
place  to  rest,  have  a  doughnut  or  cream 
horn  from  Carol  Lee's  or  watch  a 
parade.  (The  pigeons  are  still  active.) 
Just  off  Court  Street  the  City  Hall 
stands  sentinel,  but  the  cops  have 
moved  to  new  headquarters  over  on 
North  College. 

Court  and  its  tributaries  are  geared  to 
serving  the  student  appetite  for  food 
and  drink,  clothing  and  books.  In  recent 
years  the  stores  have  taken  on  a 
chameleon-like  personality.  Names  of 
places  change,  but  the  purpose  remains 
the  same.  Court  Street  still  ties  it  all 
together.  D

'ost  of  my  work  involves  little 
kids  with  strep  throat  or  elderly 
1  with  diabetes  -  it's 
your  typical  general  practice,"  says  William 
Schlotterer,  D.O. 

What's  not  so  typical  about  Schlotterer. 
though,  is  his  unwavering  commitment  to 
providing  state-of-the-art  care  to  AIDS  or  AID 
Related  Complex  (ARC)  patients  in  the 
Sandusky  area. 

Schlotterer.  a  member  of  the  first  College 
of  Osteopathic  Medicine  graduating  class, 
hosts  a  support  group  for  AIDS  patients  on  a 
weekly  basis  in  his  office.  He  has  become 
nationally  known  as  an  expert  on  AIDS  in 
rural  areas,  and  was  featured  in  a  USA 
Today  cover  story,  "AIDS  in  a  Smedl  Town." 
last  December 

"My  commitment  to  society  is  taking  care 
of  an  kinds  of  people  —  not  just  picking  and 
choosing  whom  I  want  to  see."  he  says.  "I've 
always  been  good  at  taking  care  of  terminally 
ill  patients.  They're  open  and  they  want  the 
truth." 

Schlotterer  attended  the  Fifth 
International  AIDS  Conference  in  Montreal 
this  summer,  which  attracted  "10.000 
doctors  from  literally  every  country  you  can 


think  of."  It  was  there  he  met  microbiologist 
Jonas  Salk.  who  developed  the  polio  vaccine 
and  is  working  on  an  AIDS  vaccine. 

"I  said  to  Dr.  Salk  that  he  had  probably 
saved  my  life,  my  wife's  life,  and  my 
daughter's  life  because  of  the  polio  vaccine, 
and  he  said,  "That's  true,  but  that  was  a  long 
time  ago.'  He's  basically  just  a  regular  guy  — 
we  talked  about  everything  from  vaccines  to 
disposable  diapers."  Schlotterer  says. 

The  mention  of  diapers  brings  up  another 
atypical  side  to  this  family  physician.  Three 
times  a  week.  Schlotterer  sees  patients  with 
his  eight-month-old  daughter.  Carly, 
strapped  to  his  chest  in  a  "Snugli"  pouch. 

"I  take  Carly  on  rounds  in  the  hospital  and 
in  the  office,"  he  says.  "It  raises  the  patients' 
spirits  to  see  this  cute  little  baby  —  it's 
therapeutic." 

His  wife.  Debra,  handles  the  business 
aspect  of  the  practice,  which  leaves  him  free 
"to  concentrate  on  taking  good  care  of 
people.  She's  really  the  brains  of  the 
operation,"  he  says. 

Schlotterer.  a  member  of  the  1804 
Founders  Society,  says  he  chose  the  medical 
profession  because  of  the  chcUlenge  of 
"helping  someone  solve  a  problem. "  and  he 
rates  his  education  at  OU-COM  very  highly. 

"I've  compared  notes  with  graduates  of 
Harvard,  Yale,  etc..  and  the  education  I 
received  stacks  up  with  any  of  them," 
Schlotterer  says.  —  Ganj  D.  Snyder

Nobody  on  llic  National  Alumni  Board 
Ihonght  of  giving  Ixona  Hughes  an 
Olilo  University  rocking  chair  when 
the  board  celebrated  Its  secretary's  80th 
birthday  this  spring. 

They  know  that  Hughes,  for  13  years  one 
of  the  board's  most  active  members,  can  run 
circles  around  people  half  her  age  and  has 
absolutely  no  Intention  of  "stagnating"  and 
watching  the  world  go  by. 

She  drives  to  Athens  from  her  home  In 
Sarasota.  Fla..  several  limes  a  year,  works  for 
her  sorority  -  Phi  Mu  -  and  philanthropic 
projects,  and  visits  friends  around  the  globe 
as  often  as  possible.  In  June  she  returned 
from  a  trip  to  Wales,  the  homeland  of  her 
grandparents. 

Asked  how  she  maintains  such  a  pace. 
Hughes  smiles  and  says.  "I  like  people  and  I 
roll  with  the  punches.  I  get  going. 

"Many  people  stagnate."  she  says.  "1  get 
Involved!  1  don't  know  how  to  say  no.  I'm 
fortunate  that  I  Inherited  good  genes  and 
have  enjoyed  good  health." 


At  the  birthday  celebration  at  the  home  of 
President  and  Mrs.  Ping.  Hughes  was 
greeted  by  a  soft  sculpture  doll  of  herself  in  a 
basket  representing  the  gondola  of  a  hot  air 
balloon,  a  reference  to  her  1984  balloon 
Jaunt  across  the  French  wine  country. 

The  Oak  Hill  native  came  to  campus  in 
1926.  when  tuition  was  840  a  semester  and 
room  and  board  S7.50  a  week.  After 
graduation,  she  became  secretary  to 
University  President  Elmer  B.  Bryan  and 
held  other  campus  posts  before  moving  out 
of  state. 

She  returned  to  Ohio  when  Lewis  Hughes, 
whom  she'd  grown  up  with  in  Oak  Hill, 
asked  her  if  she  would  take  a  job  with  his 
Cleveland  automobile  agency.  She  accepted 
and  later  "married  the  boss." 

Today,  she  is  president  of  Hughes-Burnett 
Inc..  a  holding  company  based  in  Sarasota. 
Mr.  Hughes  died  In  1971. 

An  organizer  of  the  Sarasota  alumni 
chapter.  Hughes  also  organized  and 
continues  to  host  the  annual  "Florida 
swing."  when  President  and  Mrs.  Ping, 
alumni  staff  and  other  campus 
representatives  visit  Florida  cities. 

Her  family  connections  with  the  University 
include  her  brother.  Robert  T..  AB  '36.  and 
his  wife.

The  Carter  Visit 

Former  President  Carter  attracted  an 
overflow  crowd  of  2.300  to  Memorial 
Auditorium  and  the  largest  media 
turnout  for  an  event  on  campus  in  25 
years. 

Interest  in  Carter's  appearance  was 
heightened  by  the  fact  that  he  had  just 
returned  from  Panama,  where  he 
headed  an  international  observer  team 
monitoring  that  nation's  elections. 

During  a  speech  punctuated  by  three 
standing  ovations.  Carter  called  on  U.S. 
universities  to  become  non-partisan

forums  for  the  discussion  of  human 
rights  and  other  world  issues. 

The  64-year-old  Carter  praised  Ohio 
University's  academic  links  with 
Botswana  and  Malaysia,  saying  the 
University  had  a  "special  place"  in 
international  affairs.  And  he  chtdlenged 
the  University  to  expand  its 
international  programs  and  exchange  of 
students  and  faculty. 

Carter  spoke  about  the  unique 
characteristics  of  Ohio  University 
during  an  informal  session  with  Third 
Century  and  General  Education 
colloquia  members  and  Contemporary 
History  Institute  students. 

"You're  not  going  to  be  an  MIT,  a  Cal 
Tech  ~  might  not  even  be  a  Harvard." 
Carter  said.  "But  you've  got 
characteristics  that  can  be  superb." 

He  urged  that  the  University's  "nugget 
or  seed  of  uniqueness"  in  international 
studies  be  built  upon  and  engage  "not 
just  a  few  professors,  but  all  professors. 
And  let  this  grow  into  a  wonderful 
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University-wide  benefit  that  can  give 
Ohio  University  legitimate  credit  or 
publicity  for  something  you're  doing 
that  is  exceptional." 

President  Masire's  Visit 

The  mutual  respect  and  warm  feelings 
growing  out  of  the  University's 
eight-year  association  with  teacher 
education  programs  in  Botswana  were 
evident  as  University  President  Charles 
Ping  Introduced  President  Quett  J.K. 
Masire  to  the  Commencement  crowd  of 
more  than  12.000  in  the  Convocation 
Center. 

Ping  praised  President  Masire  as 
leader  of  the  "strongest  democracy"  in 
Africa,  noting  that  "in  the  political  and 
social  turmoil  of  southern  Africa" 
Botswana  stands  out  as  a  stronghold  of 
democracy. 

A  journalist  and  educator,  as  well  as 
political  leader,  Masire  has  been 
president  of  Botswana  since  1980.  He 
heads  a  multi-party  democracy  that  has 
a  human  rights  record  that  stands  in 
bold  contrast  to  that  of  South  Africa  on 
Botswana's  southern  border. 

Botswana,  which  gained 
Independence  from  Great  Britain  in 
1966.  has  a  strong  private  sector  and  is 
one  of  Africa's  fastest  growing 


Masire's  government  devotes  the 
highest  proportion  of  Its  budget  to 
education. 

The  president  expressed  "great 
appreciation  for  Ohio  University's 
involvement  in  our  education  system." 
and  said  "our  fortunes  will  rise  and  fall 
on  whether  the  knowledge  we  gather  is 
put  to  good  use  for  development  and 
understanding." 

He  told  the  crowd  that  recent  political 
developments  had  made  him  optimistic 
about  prospects  for  peace  and  Justice  in 
southern  Africa. 

"I  have  not  in  the  past  cherished 
much  hope  that  we  shall  find  In  my 
lifetime  lasting  solutions  to  the 
problems  of  southern  Africa,  where  we 
live  under  an  ominous  cloud  created  by 
the  philosophy  and  practices  of 
apartheid. "  Masire  said.

'Nothing  takes  the  place 
of  experience' 

Dannette  Render  is  a  positive  force  to 
be  recltoned  with.  Back  to  share  her 
expertise  in  a  Communication  Week 
session,  the  founder  and  president  of  DAR 
Public  Relations,  Inc.,  outlined  her  ABC's  of 
success,  from  attitude  to  zest. 

"The  last  point  is  zest."  slie  told  her 
audience.  "Let  excitement  about  what  you're 
doing  radiate!" 

Render's  own  enthusiasm,  energy  and 
brainpower  propelled  her  through  college  In 
three  years.  "I  came  to  campus  in  1974,  took 
summer  courses  and  independent  study  and 
before  I  realized  it,  had  enough  hours  for  my 
degree,"  she  says. 

She  worked  her  way  through,  was  active  in 
student  and  dorm  government,  headed  the 
Black  Student  Cultural  Programming  Board 
and  sang  with  the  Gospel  Voices  of  Faith. 

The  individual  who  had  the  most  influence 
on  her  was  Dr.  Franclne  Chllds,  director  of 
the  Gospel  Voices  and  professor  of 
African-American  Studies.  "She  was  a  source 
of  inspiration,  a  mentor,  a  friend,  someone 
to  emulate."  Render  says. 


"For  the  first  time  this  year.  I  now 
have  hope  and  belief  that  we  are  now  on 
the  road  to  the  independence  of 
Namibia  and  the  democratization  of 
South  Africa.  " 

He  admonished  I989's  graduates  to 
remember  that  "education  is  an 
important  gift  that  may  pave  the  way  to 
a  fulfilled  life  only  if  the  recipient  works 
hard.  .  .  .and  puts  the  experience  to  good 
use." 

President  Ping  announced  that  the 
University  will  create  a  graduate

scholarship  in  Masire's  honor  for 
citizens  of  Botswana. 

In  addition  to  Masire,  1962  alumnus 
Roger  Ailes  and  Yale  University  historian 
Paul  Kennedy  received  honorary 
degrees. 

Ailes,  media  consultant  to  three  U.S. 
presidents,  including  President  Bush, 
was  honored  with  a  Doctor  of 
Communications  degree.  He  was  cited 
as  "a  communications  industry  leader 
influencing  and  affecting  the  lives  of 
many  people"  and  as  "'a  loyal  friend  of 
Ohio  University  who  has  willingly 
shared  your  experience  and  time  with 
the  students  and  faculty  of  your  Alma 
Mater." 

Kennedy.  Dilworth  Professor  of 
History  at  Yale  and  an  internationally 
known  writer  on  global  economic  and 
strategic  trends,  received  a  Doctor  of 
Laws  degree.  He  has  written  or  edited 
10  books,  including  the  1988  best-seller 
The  Rise  and  Fall  of  the  Great  Powers. 

Associate  Professor  of  Finance  Dwight 
A.  Pugh  '62.  MEd  '64,  PhD  "69,  selected 
as  1989"s  Outstanding  Graduate  Faculty 
by  graduate  students,  spoke  at  the 
advanced  degree  ceremonies  Friday.

Botswana  President  Quett  KJ.  Masire  told  a  Comwencement 
crowd  ofmore  than  12.000  ojhis  nation's  concern  Jor  educa- 
tion, environmental  issues,  and  the  peaceful  resolution  oj 
conflicts.  He  said  Botswana  aspires  'to  be  a  window  oJ 
peace,  an  aduocate  oJ  mutual  respect  Jor  fellow  human  beings 
and  a  country  in  whichjustlce  andjreedom  are  practiced....'' 


Render  majored  in  speech,  graduated  with 
honors,  and  left  campus  with  "well  developed 
verbal  and  written  communication  skills," 
and  a  commitment  to  volunteer  work  that 
has  played  a  vital  role  in  her  professional 
life. 

During  1 1  years  with  the  Cleveland  School 
System.  Render  earned  a  master's  from 
Cleveland  State  and  spent  a  lot  of  time 
contributing  her  communication  skills 
through  work  in  civic  and  volunteer  groups. 

"I  began  to  forsee  the  possibility  of 
employment  or  entrepreneurial  ventures  as  a 
public  relations  or  marketing  consultant." 
she  says,  "and  began  to  pursue  more 
hands-on  experience." 

Today,  the  firm  she  founded  in  1984  is 
"growing  by  leaps  and  bounds."  and  Render 
continues  to  believe  in  the  adage  'To  whom 
much  is  given,  much  is  expected." 

Her  advice  to  would-be  entrepreneurs  and 
job-seekers  is  "Nothing  takes  the  place  of 
experience,  and  one  of  the  best  ways  to  get  it 
is  through  volunteering." 

A  number  of  achievement  awards  have 
come  her  way,  but  she  says  she  was 
"ecstatic"  when  the  latest  one  was 
announced:  selection  by  the  Greater 
Cleveland  Growth  Association  for  the 
1989-90  Leadership  Cleveland  Program.

He  look  part  in  last  October's  "first-ever" 
Aviators  Reunion,  and  flew  over  Athens  in  a 
Cessna  172  after  being  checked  out  by  a 
University  flight  instructor.  He  also  spoke  to 
aviation  students  and  tossed  United  "wings" 
from  the  Aviators'  Homecoming  float. 
At  a  reunion  banquet,  he  presented 
display  models  of  a  737.

James  A.  Wray,  AB  '72 
A  View  from  the 
White  House 

Jim  Wray  Is  not  unlike  many  Ohio 
University  alumni.  He  reads  Tlie 
Washington  Post  with  his  morning 
coffee.  He  works  long  hours.  He  fields 
numerous  phone  calls  each  day. 

The  only  dlflerence  is  Jim  Wray  works  In 
the  White  House.  His  boss  Is  president  of  the 
United  States. 

"It's  not  often  that  somebody  gets  to 
realize  what  they've  always  wanted  to  do." 
says  Wray.  depuly  assistant  to  the  president 
and  director  of  the  White  House  Office  of 
Political  Affairs.  "Working  in  politics  at  this 
level  was  something  I  had  always  dreamed 
about. 

"It's  a  fantastic  feeling  to  stand  here  like 
I'm  doing  now  and  look  out  the  window  and 
see  the  White  House." 


Wray's  office  acts  as  the  political  liaison 
belween  the  While  House  and  Republican 
I'arty  candidates  and  state  parties 
nationwide.  It  is  his  job  and  that  of  his 
14-person  staff  to  make  recommendations  to 
President  Bush  on  how  best  to  use  his  time 
and  signature  for  political  purposes. 

During  a  typical  14-hour  workday.  Wray 
handles  more  than  100  phone  calls  and 
attends  anywhere  from  three  to  seven 
meetings. 

Wray.  39.  has  steadily  worked  his  way  up 
the  Republican  political  ladder  since  he 
joined  the  Ohio  Republican  Party  as  a 
full-lime  fund-raiser  in  1978. 

From  February  1 987  through  November 
1988.  Wray  logged  300.000  miles  as  part  of 
the  Bush  campaign  staff.  During  the 
liiimary  elections,  he  was  regional  director  of 
I  he  campaign  for  the  lO-state  Mid-Atlantic 
legion.  In  May  1988.  he  was  named  national 
field  director  for  the  Bush-Quayle  ticket, 
managing  campaign  dollars  and  strategy  and 
overseeing  240  paid  campaign  staffers 
nationwide. 

Following  the  November  election.  Wray 
spent  the  next  2  1/2  months  as  a  deputy 
director  of  the  Presidential  Transition  Office 
of  the  president-elect. 

Wray  first  became  interested  In  a  career  In 
politics  as  a  high  school  senior  In  Columbus 
when  he  participated  in  a  mock  presidential 
election  at  Capital  University. 

Although  he  attended  Ohio  University 
during  the  politically  volatile  days  of  the  late 
1960s  and  early  '70s.  Wray  admits  to  being 
"politically  Inactive."  A  political  science 
major,  he  took  part  in  student  government 
and  was  a  member  of  Sigma  Theta  Epsilon. 
a  ser\'ice  fraternity. 

"That  period  of  protesting  on  campus 
shaped  my  future  in  the  sense  that  for  the 
first  time  1  realized  there  are  two  sides  to 
every  issue."  Wray  says.  'That's  stuck  with 
me.  When  you  serve  In  any  political  capacity, 
you  have  to  become  a  good  listener  and  you 
have  to  become  objective."

Bin  Manning  was  a  senior  In  1939  when 
there  were  no  men's  dormitories  and  signs  of 
the  Great  Depression  still  lingered.  "1  lived  in 
a  warehouse  with  four  roommates."  Manning 
recalled.  "There  was  no  heat  in  the  building 
so  you  put  on  your  winter  coat  to  study!" 

After  taking  a  guided  bus  tour  of  campus 
and  viewing  a  special  exhibit  at  Alden  Library 
on  Saturday,  class  members  were  most 
impressed  by  the  growth  of  the  University 
(from  3.1 14  students  in  their  day  to  more 
than  17.000  today).  'There  was  nobody 
recruiting  students  in  Cleveland  in  those 
days,"  said  reunion-goer  Bill  Silas.  "I  went  to 
OU  because  a  guy  who  lived  on  my  street 
knew  about  it  and  didn't  have  anything  bad  to 
say.  It  was  more  of  a  word  of  mouth  thing." 

Following  a  reception  at  the  home  of 
President  and  Mrs.  Ping,  graduates  of  50 
years  or  more  were  honored  at  the  Golden 
Reunion  Banquet  on  Saturday  night  with  a 
certificate  and  commemorative  pin.  Former 
Athens  resident  and  1939  classmember 
Virginia  McVay  Dec  traveled  all  the  way  from 
Seward.  Alaska,  for  the  weekend  and  received 
special  recognition.  Greta  Moler  "16,  '17.  and 
'18  continued  her  record  as  the  representative 
from  the  oldest  class  year.  The  Rev.  John 
Wesley  Seay  "39  delivered  the  invocation  while 
classmate  Bill  Manning  offered  the  class  toast. 
The  evening  concludecT with  Jane  Burnside 
Pike  '39  leading  the  group  in  the  Alma  Mater. 

Remembering  a  time  when  students  paid  a 
maximum  of  $130  a  year  for  tuition,  members 
of  the  Class  of  1939  donated  more  than 
S8,800  to  the  Golden  Alumni  Society 
Scholarship.  Started  in  1985  with  a  reunion 
gift  from  the  Class  of  1935.  the  scholarship  is 
utilized  for  course-related  expenses  for  an 
undergraduate  on  the  Athens  campus. 
Contributions  from  the  combined  50th 
reunion  classes  to  the  endowed  account  now 
total  more  than  S40.000. 

The  Golden  Anniversary  Reunion  has  been 
held  since  the  early  1900's.  making  it  one  of 
the  oldest  programs  sponsored  by  the  Ohio 
University  Alumni  Association.
